making adequate laws to prevent its sale in any form to min- 
ors. 
Their activities for Sunday reform will also be educa- 


tional and suggestive rather than compulsory. 


"It is time," observes the report, 
"that 
misrepresenta- 


tions of reform organizations should cease." Among Ihe asso- 
ciations whose intent is characterized as reasonable, in spite 
of contrary impressions, are the W. C. T. U., Inte.rational 
Reform Bureau, Southern Co-Operative League and National 
Reform Association. 


If reform is not to be made offensive and unreasonable, it 


is only fair that the type of enjoyment which provokes re- 
form should be governed reasonably by individuals and or- 
ganizations.
